Salmi of Lamb, — 'I ike cold roast 
lam b lti thin slices. O a k five minutes 
tw o tablespoonfuls of finely chopped 
onion. 
Add the lamb, sprinkle with 
salt an d pepper and cover with one 
cupful of brown sauce or one cupful of 
cold lam b gravy, seasonal with Wor­ 
cestershire sauce. Cook until thorough­ 
ly heated. 
Arrange the- slices overlap­ 
ping one another lengthwise of the 
platter. 
Pour the sauce around and 
garnish w ith toast |s>lnts or parsley. 
L am b H ash on Toast. — Left over 
lam b and potatoes are chopped and to 
each cupful of cold meat add a ten 
spoonful of onion Juice, a teaspoonful 
of finely chopped parsley and salt and 
la p p e r to taste. 
Moisten with a little 
water. 
P u t the drippings into a pan 
Then add t lie m ixture 
Stir until It Is 
thoroughly heated. 
Cover and set on 
th e back of the stove or In the oven for 
five minutes.

When the conscripts are 
enlisted for their required three years 
the recruiting organization must tit 
all the round and square pegs of the 
contingents

square holes of the army. 
There are men whose trunk and 
shoulders first strike the eye. 
They 
are the "upper” men. 
Broad ghoul 
ders and long bodies in former days 
sent men to the cavalry to be turned 
into dashing dragoons. But it is now 
realized that on horseback they arc 
top-heavy, and keep their seat with 
the spurs. 
Therefore they are sent 
to 
tho 
infantry. 
Thanks 
to 
their 
long, broad backs, they can carry the 
heavy load of the foot soldier, and 
their short legs make them q lick 
marchers. 
Very strong "upper" men 
go 
to 
tho 
artillery, 
where 
great 
weights have to bo lifted as well as 
carried. 
The "middle" men have fairly short 
trunks and well-proportioned legs with 
large hips. 
That bring* the center 
of gravity down on the saddle when 
they 
are 
put on 
horseback. 
Tho 
"middle" mon now become the dash 
ing dragoons. 
The "muscularly adaptable" also * 0 
to tho cavalry as a rule. 
They are 
to be recognized by the curious way 
in which their a r m s appear to Im* d«> 
tached from their shoulders. 
Their 
large trunks lose their prominence im­ 
mediately there Is any movement, for 
•ach limb appears to carry with it 
its own hinterland of body.

They try to make up 
for that physical strain tty overe atin g, 
and at the first breath of illness they 
go under. 
The "flat" man is also dumb in his 
misery. 
His chest, his stomach arui 
hi* legs attain a dull level of medioc­ 
rity, and ilia face Is almost feature­ 
less. Even ids feet are frequently fiat. 
Ho, like the "round” man. dies of 
physical fatigue in an ordinary regi 
ment. They are both sunt to the aux­ 
iliary services.

“ Years peeved,” Riis used to add, 
‘ and somehow I never had the money i 
to pay my friend. 
Then I heard lie 
was ill, and went to *ee him. 
I found 
that lie had become estranged from 
his family, aud had many talks with 
him regarding his expressed desire to 
leave bis property to distant relatives 
in Austria. 
Incidentally, he again told 
me thut his loan to me wus not to be 
lepaid. 
Eventually he made a will, 
in which the bulk of h e estate wa* 
given to the people in Austria, 
“ Well, my old friend died, and. of 
course, the family contested the will, 
alleging that tile testator wa* of un­ 
sound 
mind. 
The 
Austrian 
crowd 
learned of my intimacy with him aud 
or the fact that I (iud seen him often 
toward the end of iiis life, and I was 
called as a winless at the hearing 
of the suit to upset the will.

It is mad*- of wisps of straw, tied to­ 
gether aud held in place by spilt bram­ 
bles aud is In lairly good condition. 
Considering its age, it is yet strong 
and rigid.

Double cottage, has alway* been cred­ 
ited with a history, as 
one of

places where ( buries II wa® hidden 
while flying from Cromwell and his 
army after the royalist defeat at Wor 
rester. 
The p r e p u c e cf the immense 
straw beehive was unsuspect*d until 
now 
One theory prevalent in th e vil­ 
lage Is that Hie king concealed him­ 
self 
in 
the 
barrel 
until 
danger 
had 
passed,

safe 
place for the 
keeping of the royal 
jewels.

is 
known as a matter of history that 
Charles ll actually stayed for a short 
time at Mornlngton court, to which

I tage must therefore have been famil­ 
iar to him. 
This fact gives some color 
to th e uotiou that in troubled times 
the king might have sought shelter 
within Its walls. 


First New York Printer. 
The first printer in New York and 
Philadelphia wa* 
William 
Bradford, 
who wus born in Leicester, england 
May 20, 1661. 
Ile was a Quaker, aud 
emigrated to America about 16N2. 
He 
set up his pr«-«s in Philadelphia, and 
in 1687 printed an almanac. 
He fell 
under the displeasure of Philadelphia, 
and, after being acquitted of a charge 
of seditious libel, he removed to New 
York, where in 1693 he became Hie 
first printer in th e American metropo­ 
lis. 
His first shop was at 81 Pearl 
street, but later he removed to Han 
over square, where in 1725 he issued 
the first newspaper printed in New 
York—the New York Gazette. 
Brad 
ford died in New York In May, 1752, 
having survived his paper by several 
years, 
and 
was 
buried 
in 
Trinity 
churchyard. 
Hts tombstone has been 
removed to the rooms of the New 
York Historical society, but an exact 
copy of the original may be seen by 
visitors to old Trinity.

T h e many 
m edieval ch urches of St. C ath arin e, 
seen below, w as probably begun in 
the H om au esqu e sty le by H enry the 
Lion. 
It was altered and en larged in 
the second half of the thirteenth ce n ­ 
tury and restored betw een 1887 and 
1890. 
T h e choir d a te s from 1321. O th­ 
er a ttractio n s include the R ath au s, the 
palace, and the cath edral. 
The R ath au s, a portion of which 
m ay be seen on the right of the cen ­ 
te r view, c o n sists o f two w ings a t 
right a n g le s to each other.
